Without any preliminary announce- 
ment Senator Borah entered the Audi- 
torium at 12:40 p. m., where the pro- 
gressives were assembled. 
Chairman Robins introduced Sena- 
tor Borah and the convention roared 
itself hoarse when the senator said he 
had not come officially.

In tills connection it is well to give 
some consideration to means for les- 
sening the damage during 1916 due to 
white grubs. The United Statea de- 
partment of agriculture makes the fol- 
lowing recommendations:1 


Fighting White Grubt. 
Jn order to lessen the damage dur- 
ing J&16 from.the "spring feeding of 
white grubs, the U. S. department of 
agriculture makes the following rec- 
ommendations: 
1.. If the ground is to be plowed or 
cultivated in the spring, delay plowing 
as late as possible, or until the grubs 
have returned 
to near the 
surface 
(about the last' of April) and 
have 
the chickens follow the plow to de- 
stroy the .grubs that are turned up 


2- Delay planting until the 15th or 
•20th of May or a little later if practi- 
cable. Tne object of this is to have the 
roots of the young plants develop so 
late that this year's large grubs will 
not have much chance to do damage 
before they become dormant in June. 
.- 3. When possible, on land that is 
infested with^grubs, avoid planting 
corn, timothyBvstrawberries, or early 
potatoes. 
In controlling this pest, rotations are 
specially important. A rotation of 
oats, clover, and corn has proven very 
satislactory in.some sections. Ground 
which is in corn, or has a heavy stand 
of pure clover'during the year the bee- 
tles are flying, which will be the 1917 
stage of this pest, in the infested area, 
will ordinarily contain few grubs, as 
the beetles will not seek such land for 
laying their eggs. The beetles prefer 
land in small grains, timothy, or cov- 
ered with weeds for eg.g laying. 
Land 
which is in oats during the night of 
the beetles will contain many nrubs 
the next year, but it clover, which is 
one of the least susceptible crops, fol-

Consideration of these facts should 


urge upon every man and woman the 


it is much easier to calculate on one's 
own breathing. 


Operation on the patient should be 


continued until his lungs resume their 
functions and the chest begins to ex- 
pand and contract unaided. 
At times 


a few minutes of work will bring re- 
sults; at others it is necessary to per- 
sist assiduously for a long period be- 
fore being rewarded. 


Indeed, cases are on record of men 


and women having been revived after 
half an hour and more under water 
and as much ns four hours of uninter- 
rupted treatment—In other words, aft- 
er nearly five hours of deathlike un- 
consciousness. 


This should be borne in mind when 


a patient is slow to recover and one 
is inclined to become discouraged nnd 
cease trying. Don't lose hope. A hu- 
man life is at stake.

siderably more air into the limes than 
the others. 
Iu addition, the position 


of the body not only facilitates tbe out- 
flow of swallowed water, but prevents 
the tongue from falling back and ob- 
structing the respiratory channel, so 
that its superiority must 1-e obvious to 
any one giving the matter a moment's 
thought.

In using the Schaefer for prone 


pressure) method tiie first thing to bo 
done upon getting the unconscious vic- 
tim ashore or on board is to lay him 
Kentl.v fjice down on an even surface, 
possibly with the head slightly lower 
than the feet. Then one kneels across 
the bodj-. passes the hands around the. 
waist until they meet over the ab- 
domen and lift, at the same time work- 
ing the palms inward nnd upward to 
get rid of any water which may have 
been taken in. 


This accomplished, the patient's arm 


is raised above his shoulder and bent 
at the elbow, his bead rested upon it, 
his face turned to auy stirring breeze, 
the mouth and nostrils wiped clean of 
phlegm and mucus and the tongue 
drawn out. Then one is ready for arti- 
ficial re.^piration. 


Again straddling the patient, facing 


his head, one rests both hands on the 
small of iiis 'bach, thumbs near the 
spine, lingers open and curving over 
the lotver ribs, aud bends forward, 
pressing firmly downward nnd upward 
for about four seconds, thus forcing 
out the poisonous gnses formed in the 
lungs; then suddenly straighten up and 
release pressure, so that the constrict- 
ed ribs return to normal position with 
a spring, c-iusing a good intake of pure 
oxygenated air.

sbould be to imitate natural breath- 
ing, so that any one may estimate ap- 
proximately the time of pressures and 
releases by noting his or her own in- 
hr.ling and exhaling under ordinary 
conditions.

plied. One i£ generally instructed to 
make twelve to fifteen full (double)

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AMERICANS ORDERED 


TO SELL SECURITIES 


OR PAY A HEAVY TAX 


U. S. Citizens, Residents In England, 


Must Dispose of American Secur- 


ities Under Income Tax 


Law. 


[BY ASSOCIATED Ff.K.SS.] 


London, June 9.—Americans domi- 
ciled -here who are subject to the in- 
come tax, must sell to or deposit with 
the British government, their Ameri- 
can securities, under- penalty of an 
extra two shilling tax. This informa- 
tion is given to the Associated Press 
today by an official of the American 
Dollar Security company. The ruling 
holds whether the securities are held 
here or in America. 
The tax of two shillings added to 
income tax will apply to Americans 
who 'nave resided here long enough to 
become subject to the regular income 
tax, the incidence which will be fol- 
lowed except that no abatement will 
be.granted on 
American securities 
which appear on the government list. 
It American securities are deposited 
with the government, only the usual 
income tax with ordinary abatement 
will be charged, but the government 
prefers to purchase these securities 
outright. 
In the event, the American residents 
here deposit their American securities 
held In the United States, the govern- 
ment will collect interest and pay it 
to the owners in sterling. American 
residents holding such securities in 
America may either deposit them with 
or 
sell 
them 
to 
the government 
through the agencies of J. P. Morgan 
company. New York. It is not unlike- 
ly that, when this ruling becomes gen- 
erally known, there will be an exodus 
of wealthy Americans leaving Eng- 
land. 
The American embassy and consu- 
late has been besieged of late by Am- 
erican residents seeking information 
on this point, many of whom threaten 
to leave the country unless the gov- 
ernment makes an exception in their 
favor. 
A member of the Dollar Se- 
curity committee, who discussed this 
matter today, was very positive all 
residents'subject to the regular in- 
come tax will be liable to penal addi- 
tion unless they -dispose of their Am- 
erican holdings. 
Residents who are 
now liable to attack on unearned in- 
come, will be compelled to pay five 
.shillings on the pound, while those to 
whom the supertax applies, will pav 
still more unless they meet the gov- 
ernment's demands.

Says Highway Commission. 


In a letter sent out to the township 
chairmen throughout the state, the 
state highway commission urges the 
necessity of better surface and sub- 
sun'ace drainage of all roads. Atten- 
tion paid to this feature of road build- 
ing and repair will be the difference 
bot'.veeu sucfii-ss and failure in road 
\vorl;. according to the letter, which is

All In all. the 
Central condition of roads has been 
nv.iiih worse than it should be consid- 
ering the- demands of modern travel. 
We urge, town boards to have mark- 
ed, before evidences of these 
sink 
hoius and springy places disappear, 
the 
;,>;r.ce of their occurrence, 
and 
sometime during this year to have the 
side ditches well opened alongside all 
all of these points so that surface wa- 
ter will be carried off promptly and 
freely: 
and 
in the worst of these 
places there should be put in a Hne 
of four or six inch tile at the side of 
the -which which is next to the higher 
ground, draining out to some suitable 
outlet, backfilling 
the trench with 
coarse gravel or small stone. Care as 
to surface drainage and placing of 
tile at these spring holes will yield as- 
tounding results next spring in the 
bettered condition of road surfaces. 


If several times during the summer 
you will have the road superintendents 
go over the roads in their charge im- 
mediately after rains, mark the points 
where water Is held in the ditches, and 
whon the roads dry out, deepen the 
ditches so as to enable the water to 
get away from these points, good re- 
sults will also be secured. The trou- 
ble with all roads this spring may be 
summed up in the few words "lac'k of 
drainage." 


We trust that your board will give 
this matter serious attention and that 
they will set aside as much of the 
town's road money as practicable this 
year to securing an improvement in 
drainage conditions. We can think of ! 
no way in which road money can le i 
spent to better advantage, than by I 
making this spring holes at. this time, j 
curinf them with open ditches or tile I 
drain, or both, when they dry up, and 
after tains this summer marking ail 
places wliere water stands in the road 
ditches, afterward 
correcting these 
road ditches so that the water will flow 
freely and quickly 
along and 
away 
from the road. 
W? sincerely hope that, the 
tov.-n 
board will take up these matters ami 
direct your pathmnsters accordingly. 
We believe that this drainage matter 
is much more important than just run- 
ning over of your road mileage with 
the road machine without the 
drain- I 
age attended to. Road grading and I 
road oraggmgr are excellent if drain- I 
age is first orovided fo;-. but practicallv ! 
useless if ir has net been provided for i 
If you can't get both the drainage and 
road machine work done, bv all means 
give up the road machine work. 


"SVe may say that a few of the state 
highways have not been entirely free 
from the faults pointed out above, and 
we aro going to make this year even 
greater efforts 
to make certain that 
state loads built in 1916 have proper 
drainage, both surface and tile. 
Cannot everybody working together 
make 1910 a year distinguished in the 
road history of Wisconsin bv the fact 
th-it more intense and intelligent ac- 
tion was taken in that year to secure 
proper drainage on all roads than ever 
^before- in the history of the state?

Hinders Growth of Roung Plants In 


Seed Beds and Delays Trans- 


planting of Crop. 


Continued rains of -this week and 
the cold weather has been most dis- 
couraging 
to 
tobacco growers 
of 
southern Wisconsin. Plant beds are 
not making the expected advancement 
nor have -the growers been able to put 
the time on their 
fields 
preparing I 
them for transplanting the crop. How- 
ever, some little start has been made 
in planting the crop, which ought to 
be well under way the coming week 
if favored with suitable weather con- 
ditions, says the Edgerton Iteporter. 
If this can be accomplished by the 
20th it will come within 
the 'usual 
dates for this state. 
A crop that occupies the field only 
from seventy-five to ninety days us- 
ually has 
ample 
time to' mature if 
planted any time before July 1. There- 
fore growers prefer not to rush the 
crop out unless the size of the plants 
is crowding them to do so. Scarcely 
any complaint of shortage of plans 'is 
heard this year, and a few days of 
warm weather are only needed to see 
a general movement toward getting 
the crop pitched into the fields. It is 
yet too early to predict the probable 
acreage in the state. So far the sea- 
son has been favorable to getting out 
about the usual areas devoted to to- 
bacco. In some localities a slight de- 
crease is certain to be Made, -while in 
others market conditions will prompt 
some increase, but much will depend 
on how successful the growers are In 
getting the crop into the fields be- 
tween the dates, mentioned.

French .Naval Officer Does. Not.Seem 


Worried Over Victory of German 


Fleet Over That of English.

Paris, .June 9.—The allies could 
extend their blocade to the German 
-coast in the Baltic and neutralize the i 
strategic advantages of the Kiel canal, I 
according to Vice-Admiral Degouy of i 
the French navy. 
The first of the necsesary opera- 
tions to accomplish this, he points 
put, would be an attack up the canal 
by an aerial force of 120 to 150 units 
divided into flotillas of 20 or 30 .ma- 
chines each. 
One 
of the 
flotillas I 
would attack the bridge of Grunthal, 
one the viaduct of Rendsburg, and an- 
other the bridtje of Levansau, while 
three other flotillas held in reserve 
would repeat the attack after an in- 
terval of 24 to 40 hours. The first 
flotillas would resume their 
attack 
after the time required for taking on 
fresh supplies and the reserve flo- 
tillas would follow again as before. 
This continuity of attack from the 
air upon works known to be vulnera- 
ble by reason of the instability of the 
soil in certain places and the insuffi- 
cient reinforcement of certain bridge 
heads after the enlargement of the 
canal, would Admiral Degouy declares 
assure obstruction of sufficient du;-a- 
tion; whatever defensive measures the* 
Germans might take against these con- 
certed attacks would not prvent fruit- 
ful results. 


Base Is Doubtful. 
While the base from which such air 
assaults might be made is only hinted 
at by Admiral Degouy, an operation 
speeoily executed would, according to 
his theory, make possible a landing ;it 
isolated points on the German coast 
and its sufficient fortification so as 
fully to protect the establishment of 
an immense aviation camp within GO 
to 80 miles of the canal terminus. 
The forcing of the straits and mine 
fields 
would 
involve considerable 
losses from submarines and mines oe- 
fore the entente fleets would get into 
effective contact either with the Ger- 
man battle fleet of the defenses of the 
Elba, the admiral declares, but he did 
not think this should be considered as 
prohibitive of the effort. 
Admiral 
Degouy discards the hypothesis that 
It would be impossible to surprise the 
•German fleet under present conditions- 
its mobility would be such that it could 
meet an attack at either end of tlie 
canal, since it requires only twer.tv- 
four hours to pass through the Elba 
and the canal to the Grand Belt 
Have Enouflh Ships. 
The entente allies could put into 
action 110 vessels of the line, of, which 
16 are dreadnoughts and 26 are pro- 
tected cruisers, against 44 German 
dreadnoughts- and three or four battle 
cruisers, according to the admiral's 
estimate 
The Russian fleet is not in- 
cluded in these figures, but Admiral 
Degoiir points out that even if the 
Russians could not join the British 
and French fleets they would detu'-h 
a certain number of the big German 
units so as to enable the allies to pre- 
sent at both ends of the canal simu!-
